Pursuit of Agriculture in Canada. 








‘The Minister for. Agriculture in Canada. holds 
up the system in France as the best in Europe, 
and the most worthy of imitation in Canada, 
Instruction in first principles is much needed 
and should be disseminated in short pamphlets, 
dispersed at tle expense of the State amongst 
the farmers. The perfected English breeds of 
all kinds-are represented in Canada West by 
male animals worthy of being exhibited at the 
European shows, and no other country in the 
world except England can bring together 80 re- 
markable a collection of cattle of the best breeds. 
The Minister thus explains the French system :— 

“ Tn an.agricultural sense, France is divided 
ihto eight dis stricts, each of which has its annual 
district exhibition and its inspection of. agricul- 
ture, who devotes his whole time to the study of 
the most efficient means of developing the re- 
sources of each locality in this district. And 
this probably is one of the most efficient provi- 
sions of all agricultural organizations. The In- 
bpectors- -General are the link between the Gov- 
ernment and the rural population, They spend 
their whole time in the country parts, where 
they study the special nature of the climate, the 

soil and the capital employed, and are thus in a 
position to form a correct opinion as to the pro- 
gress to He desired and the resuits obtained. 
Their annual reports are at once au expression 
of the requirements of the farmers and the reply 
of the Government to a thousand questions ad- 
dressed to it. These documents, prepared by 
men of great ability, are full of valuable infor- 
| mation and are undoubtedly the best of the an- 
noal publications, containing, as they do, facts. 
It is since the appointment of Inspectors- Gerier- 
al of Agriculture that the progressive agricultur- 
al movement hitherto confined to the neighbour- 
hood of.the great centres has been observed to 
expand and spread itself suddenly over the whole 
Jand. The national exhibitions, which are held 
‘periodically at’ Paris, coutribute not a. little to 
the developement of French agriculture. The 
‘management of the list of prizes and large amounts 
offered are the two chief causes of their great | 
success. International agricultural exhibitions 
are? of all recent inovations, that which has 
| done most to prove the advantage of improved 

| agriculture. ‘The comparison of breeds of cattle 
brought from all parts of Europe, ‘with their var- 
| ious conformation, differing with the climate, the 
soil and the system of cultivation, is a goud 
means of attracting the attention of even the 
most superficial observer. | Agricultural organi- 
sation in Canada is complete enough in principle 
bat in practice it presents difficulties of _suprin- 
tendence which amount almost to impossibilities 
We have our Boards of Agriculture, constituting 
@ superior council charged with the management 
of all the county agricultural societies. Unfor- 
tunately, there is not sufficiently close connection 
between, the local societies and the Boards of 
Agriculture, any more than between the latter 
and the Department of Agriculture. Thus each 
sodiety is left to take its own course without be- 
ing under the control of any superior authority. 
To this are, beyond a question, to be traced the 
different results obtained by each society. Were 
the board of direction composed of. men posses- 
sed of sufficient agricultural knowledge to apply 
the funds voted by the State well, we should in 

a few years see a complete transformation in the 
, country. If, on the other hand, the buard of direc- 
} tion are ignurant of the first pr inciples of improved 
; agriculture, the public moneys are spent’ with- 
' out any return in ill-couducted exhibitions, whieh 
, are certainly rather a distribution of the annual 
) grant than a serious examination into the results 
| obtained and the best means of increasing agri- 
| cultural productions. Some machinery or method 
| is evidently wanting in our agricultural organi- 

sation, and this consists in the Inspectors-Gener- 
\ al of Agriculture, who, as we'see in the case
